Dian Mavanu:—Your letter of the 27th alt. 
was delivered to me on Monday the Sth inst.; 
and I bave not had time to anewer it until this 
evening, and I now appropriate « few moments 
to the difficult task of replying satisfactorily 
to ite contents, every word of which evincer 
your devotédness to the interest of your hus. 
band and pouring forth the effusions ef » heart 
wholly hie. Iam thus admonished that I can 
say nething that does not subserve his interest 
thet can possibly be satinlactory to yeu; and 
before I proceed I will here repeat, my great 
regret that | have been officially caliea upon to 
sct in reference to Mr. Smith, in any manner 
whatever. I doubt not, your catidot, wheo 
youssy, you do not desire me; “ to swerve 
from my duty a¢ executive in the least; and 
all you ask is to be allowed the privileges, and 
advanteges guafrenteed to you by the consti. 
tation and lawe. You then refer me to the 
Lith section of the charter of the city of Nau- 
voo, and claim for Mr. Smith, the right to be 
heard by the Manicipel Coart of said city, un- 
der a writ of Habeas Corpus emmanating from 
ssic court; when he was held in custedy un- 
der an executive warrant. Thecharter of the 
city of Nauvoo, is not before me at this time, 
but Lhave exemioed both the charters, and 
city ordinances upon the subject, and must ex- 
express my surprise at the extraordinary ae- 
sumption of power by the board of Aldermen 
as contained in said ordinance; from my re- 
collection of the charter it authurises the Mu" 
nicipal Court to issue writs of Habeas Corpus 
ja ell cases of imprisonment, or custody, ari- 
sing from the suthority of the ordinoners of 
said ity, but that the power was granted, or 
intended to be granted, to release persons held 
in custody under the eathority of writs issued 
by the courts, or the executive of the Siate, is 
moet absurd and ridiculous; end an sttempt to 
exercise it, is & gross usurpation of power, 
that cannot be tolerated. I have always ex- 
pected, and desired, that Mr. Smith, should 
eveil himeelf of the benefits of the laws of thir

Your information of twelve men from Jack. 
son County Mo. were lying in weit for Mr. 
Smith, between Nauuoo and Warsaw, for th: 
purpose of taking him out of the hands of th: 
officers who might bave him in custody, and 
mardering him,islike many other marvellous 
stories thet you hear in reference to him no 
one word of it true, bul T doubt pot that you: 
mind has been continually harrowed up with 
fears produced by that, and other equell) 
groundless stories, that: that statemcnt is true 
ie next to impossible, aud your own judgment 
if you will but give it scope will soon ect you 
right in reference to it, if any of the citizens of 
Jackeon had designed to murder Mr. Smith, 
they would not have beea so simple as to per- 
petrate the crime in Illinois, when he would 
necessarily be required to pass through to the 
interior of the state of Missouri, where the op 
portunity would heave been so much better, and 
the prospect of escape much more certain; 
‘hat it is like the statement made by Mr 
Smith’s fGiret messenger after his arrest to 
Messrs. Ralston and Waren, sesing, that I bad 
stated, that Mr. Smith ehould be surrendered 
to the authorities of Mo. dead or alive—no!

came home and learned that the Geo. had 
called to see me, but the burry of business only 
allowed me about ten minutes time to eat my 
dinner, and presnming that if he had business 
of any importance that he would remain in the 
city until I returned. It may be proper here 
in order to afford you all the satisfaction in my 
power, to reply to # question propounded to my 
wife by Gen. Law, in referenco to Mr. Smith, 
vig. whether any additional demani had been 
made upon me by the Governor of Mo. for the 
surrender of Mr. Smith, lanswer none, no 
charge whatever has been made in the proceed- 
ings. Mr. Smith is held accountable only, for 
the charge es set forth im my warrant under 
which he was arrested. In conclusion you 
presume upon my own knowledge of Mr. 
Smith’s innecence, and ask why the proseca- 
tion is continued agesinst him. Here I must 
agein appeal to your own good judgment, and 
you will be compelled to answer that it is im- 
possible | could know him to be innocent; and 
as before stated, it is not my province to 
investigate as to his guilt or innocence, but 
could I know him to be innocent, and 
werehe my own son, | would never-the-less 
(and the more readily,) surrender him to the 
legally constituled authority to pronounce him 
innocent.

‘Thea by 
whgt right does she obtrude herself to 
thwart the wishes of the American peo- 
ple? Surely she does it without refer- 
ence to honorable precedent and unsus- 
tained by the sanction of international 
law. ‘Texas owes no allegience to Mex- 
ico—they have been belligerant powers 
for some time—anod the gallantry with 
which the sous of that young republic 
defended themselves ust their iova- 
ders, makes it quite certain that the flag 
of the ‘lone star’ can ever fluat—uncon- 
quered by Mexico~-upon the fertile banks 
of the Sabine. Then, if she is an inde- 
pendent and sovereign power—if she pos. 
sesses wisdom to legislate for herself, and 
sagacity to wield the helm of Govera-

In your last week’s paper J propos- 
ed giving your readers an account of 
the proceedings of the City Council, 
but time forbids any thing more than 
a brief SYNOPSIS of the PRO- 
CEEDINGS of the MUNICIPALI- 
TY of the City of Nauvoo, relative to 
the destruction of the press and fix- 
tures of the “ Nauvoo Expositor.” 

City Council, Regular Session 
June 8th, 1844. 

In connection with other business, 
as stated in last weeks papers the 
Mayor remarked that he believed it 
generally the case, that when & man 
goes to law, he has an unjust cause 
and wants to go before some one 
who wants business, and that he had 
very few cases on his docket, and 
referring to councillor Emmons, ed? 
tor of the Nauvoo Expositor, suggest- 
ed the propriety of first purging the 
City Council; and referring to the 
character of the paper and propric- 
tors, called up Theodore Turley, a 
mechanic, who being sworn, said that 
the Laws, (Wm. an@® Wilson,) had 
brought Bogus Dies to him to fix ; 

Councillor Hyrum Smith, enquired 
what good Foster, and his brother, 
and the Higbee’s, and Laws, had 
ever done; while his brother Joseph 
was under arrest, from the Missouri 
persecution, the Laws, and Foster, 
would have been rode ona rail,if he 
had not stepped forward to prevent 
it, on account of their oppressing the 
poor. 

Mayor said, while he was ufder ar- 
rest by writ from Gov. Carlin, Wm. 
Law, pursued him for §40,00 he was 
owing Law, and it took the last ex- 
pense money he had to pay it. 

Councillor H. Smith, referred to J. 
'H. Jackson’s coming to this city, &c. 
|Mayor said, Wm. Law, had offered 
Jackson, $500,00 to kill him. 

Councillor, H. Smith, continued, 
Jackson, told him, he (Jackson,) 
imeant to have his daughter; and 
‘threatened him .if he made any resis- 
‘tance. Jackson,related to him a dream; 
‘that Joseph and Hyrum were oppos- 
‘ed tohim, but that he would execute 
his purposes ; that Jackson, had laid a 
plan with four or five persons to kid- 
jap his daughter, and threatened to 
shoot any one that should come near, 
after he had got her in the skiff; That 
Jackson, was engaged in trying to 
make Bogus, which was his principal 


business,—referred to the revelation, 


‘read to the High Council of the 
Church, which has caused so much 
talk about a multiplicity of wives ; 
that said Revelation was in answer to 
a question concerning things which 
transpired in former days, and had no 
reference to the presenttime. That 
when sick, Wm. Law, confessed to 
him that he had been “ guilty of adul- 
tery,” and “was not fit to live,” and 
hed “ sinned against his own soul,” 
&c.and enquired, who was Judge 
Emmonst When he came here he 
had scarce two shirts to his back, but 
he had been dandled by the authori- 
ties of the city, &c. and was now 
editor of the “ Nauvoo Expositor,” 
and his right hand man Francis M. 
Higbee, who had confessed to him 
that he had had the P * *. 
Washington Peck, sworn, said soon 
after Joseph H. Jackson, came here, 
‘he came to witness to borrow mo- 
ney, which witness loaned him, and 
took some jewelry as security. Soon 
after a man from across the river 
came after the jewelry,—Jackson, had 
‘stolen the jewelry from him. At 
another time wanted to get money ol 
witness, asked witness if he would do 
‘any thing aisnionorable. to get a living. 


| Witness said he would not. Jack-: 


son, said witness was a damned fool, 
for he could get a living a deal easier 
than he was then doing by making 
Bogus, and some men high in the 
church, are engaged in the business. 
Witness asked if it was Joseph, No? 
said Jackson, | dare not tell it to 
Joseph, Witness understood him the 
Laws are engaged in it. Jackson 
said he would be the death of witness, 
‘if he ever went to Joseph or any one 
else to tell what he had said.

Ordered by the council that, Syl- 
vester Emmons, be suspended until 
his case could be investigated for 
slandering the City Council, that the 
Recorder notify him of his suspen- 
sion, and that his case would come 
up for investigation at the next regu- 
lar session of the council.

Counciller J. Taylor, said that 
councillor: Emmons, helped to make the 
ordinances of the city, and had never 
lifted his voice against them in the 
council, and was now trying to de- 
stroy the ordinances and the charter.

Washingtoa witness informed President 
Smith of Fosters conduct, Pres. Smith! 
said he bad frequently reproved Foster | 
for such conduct and be had promised to 
do better, and told witness to reprove 
Foster if he saw any thing out of the 
way. Thatevening Foster refused to 
join the company, and wa!ked through the 
town till about 8 o'clock when he came 
in and interrupted Pres. Smith, who was 
«xpounding some passages of scriptures, 
and changed the conversation. Soon 
after the company were invited to Mr.

(Nauvoo Expositor) that is exciting 
our enemies abroad. Joseph H. 
Jackson has been proved a murderer 
before this council, and declared the 
paper. a nuisance, a greater nuisance 
than a dead carcase—they make a 
criminality, for a man to have a wife 
on the earth, while he has one in hea- 
ven, according to the keys'or the ho- 
ly Priesthood—and he then read a 
statement of William Law’s from the 
Expositor. where the truth of God 
was transformed into a lie 
this thing—He then read severa 
statements of Austin Cowles in the 
Expositor concerning a private inter- 
view, and said he never had any prt 
vate conversation with Austin 
Cowles on these subjects—that he 
preached on the stand from the bible, 
shewing the order in ancient days, 
having nothing to do with the pres- 
ent times.

Councillor Stiles said a nuisance was 
any thing that dtsturbs the peace of a 
community and read Blackstone on pri- 
vate wrongs, Vol.2, page 4, and ‘the 
whole community has to rest under the 
stigma of these falsehoods; referring to 
the ‘Expositor’ and if we can prevent the 
issuing of any more slanderous commu: 
nications, he would gu in for it; it is right 
for this community to show a proper re- 
sentment, and he would go in for sup: 
pressing all further communications of 
the kind. 

Councillor H. Smith believed the best 
way was to smash the preess and ‘pi’. the 
ty pe. 

Councillor Johnson concurred with the 
councillors who had spoken. 

Alderman Bennett referred to the 
statement of the ‘Expositor’ concerning 
the Municipal Court in the case of Jere-~ 
miah Smith as a libel, and considered the 
paper a public nuisance: 

Councillor Warrington considered his 
a peculiar situation, as he did not belong

CUTTING WHEAT EARLY. 


There isagrowing conviction, among 
farmers, t it is advisable to cut 


wheat much earlier than has been | 


usually the practice. Wehave herto- 
fore published some experiments, 
which establish the fact conclusively, 


that wheat which is cut while in the/ 


milk, is much heavier and makes bet-| 
ter flour than that which is cut when 
fully ripe. These experiments we 
advert to with the more confidence, 
as they are corroborated by a great 


number of experiments made bY | plow 


others, with the same results. 

Nor are the incidental advantages | 
of eurly cutting to be overlooked. A 
farmer may be able by early cutting, | 
frequently to avoid the calamity ot| 
rust, which is often so destructive in | 

sections of country. Loss by 
shelling is almost wholly avoided 
and the straw if used for feeding cattle, | 
is much enhanced in value. 

The grain should not be cut how-| 
ever as soon as it is in milk, as in such} 
case it will shrink; but, while the| 
milk can still be expressed between | 
the thumb and finger; and when the| 
straw has turned yellow a few inches 
above the roots.

LADDER FENCE. 


The following more fully answers 
an inquiry made some time since in 
relation to this fence: 


To the Sugar Grove Institute: | 
wish to submit for your consideration 
that I have drawn with a small pair of 
horses 30 rods of Frost’s picket fence 
at one load a distance of 14 miles. 
This fence is the same as the model 
exhibited at one of our meetings 
abouta year since, and is made of 
pickets 4 feet long, 24 inches wide 
and 1 inch thick, split from timber 
not longenoughforrails. The 
are inserted at each end in bars or 
rails 44 inches wideand !4 or 2 inches 
thick, and from 8 to 12feet long ac- 
cording to convenience. So much is 
done in the shop in stormy or winter 
weather or at odd jobs. The fence is 

t up by crossing the corners as in 
Viegiaia fence and inserting a picket 
through both bars at the angles, 
which braces it quite strong, or it 
may be put up im one continuous 
straight line and secured by stakes 
each side of the fence and fastened by 
means ofa cap across the top. The 
fence was drawn for the Messrs. Titus 
who are fencing a farm with this kind 
offence. Iam told by Mr. H. Titus, 
that with his team he can draw 


enough at one load in good sleigning | 


for 50 rods of fence.

EARLY PRAIRIE BREAKING. 


To the Editors of the Prairie Far- 
mer: It being near the time of break- 
ing. prairie and willing that my ex- 

iperience so far as it goes may be of 
benefit to thuse about to enter ou: 
Prairie State as cultivators ofthe soil as 
well as all others, I give you the re- 
sult thereof. In May, 1840,I had a 
ifew acres of prairie broke, and after- 
|wards about the ist of August, I had 
ithe balence of the field broken. | 
iplanted corn on the part broke in 
|May which was about as a crop 
jasusual. I sowed the whole to wheat. 
jin the fall rather late, say about the 
| ist of October, using the harrow to 
ipwtitin. Next season the crop on 
that broke in May was middling 
| while thaton the late breaking was 
jnot worth harvesting. I have raised 
j}a crop on this land every year since. 
| The early breaking invariably ~fetch- 
jinga ue crop, and the late not more 
jthan alfa one, last spring. I plant- 
ed corn on both, the crop on the late 
breaking was anentire failure owing 
ito the extreme drought of the season. 
| while that on the early breaking was 
excellent. 
| Again last May, 1843, about the 
120th, [had some prairie broke four 
jinches deep, and ter the middle of 
iJune some more broken about two 
jand half inches deep, I sowed wheat 
on the deep and shallow breaking 
about the firstof September, putting 
itin with the harrow. The wheat 
on both looked equally well during the 
ifalland early part of winter. This 
|spring the shallow breaking looks the 
best, the cause I conjecture, bein 
ithat the shallow breaking was ae 
jtorn up by the harrow, and thus affor- 
}dinga chance for the wheat to take a 
deeper root, while the sod on the deep 
| breaking was totally unmoved by the 
harrow, althoug the seed seemed per- 
ifectly covered. 1 have cross plough- 
ed some of this last breaking to put a 
crop in this spring, that is, some of 
) that part that was broken four inches 
deep, and finding that the grass roots 
are nearly as well rotted as that broke 
in August, 1840, some of which I have 
ed this spring. I shall leave 
your readers to make their own in- 
ferences. [ Observer. 


How to keep Butter fresh and Sweet for 
Years.— Among the mass of information 
furnished by the report of the Commis 


| sioner of patents, which is highly inter- 
i |} esting to farmers, is an account of a pro~ 


cess, hitherto a secret, by which butter 
may be kept sweet for years, fresh and 
sweet, in any climate. Most kinds of 
wco! contain considerable quantities of 
pyroligneous acid, which decomposes salt 
ia butter kept in such tubs. The iinden, 
or bass wood, isthe only one which, it 
appears by careful experiment is free 
from it; others, it is stated, may~he-f; 
SCE fa Thus rendered suitable, by 
boiling three or four hours, well pressed 
under water. Good butter is to be well 
churned. and worked and packed hard 
and tight in kegs of seasoned white oak; 
the head is then put in, leaving a smal! 
hole into which brine is poured to fill the 
vacant space; and of so much importance 
is it deemed to prevent any bad taste. 
That the plugs for the hole must not be 
made of cedar or pine, but of cyrpress 
or bass wood, as otherwise it would be 
injured. After which these kegs ere 
placed in a hogshead, well filled with 
brine of full solut.on, that will bear au 
egg, which is then headed up tight aad 
close. This isthe mode pursued in Or- 
ange county, Now York, and the butter 
will keep at sea and in warm climates, 
and commands a very high price. 

Mode of Increasing the Growth of Pota- 
toes.— The flowers being cut off as they 
appeared on the planis, the number of po- 
tatoes produced was much greater than 
where the Licssoms had remained un- 
touched. Early in October, the stem: 
and leaves of the plants which had not 
bore flowers were strong and grecn—the 
others yellow and in a state of decay.— 
The planis which had been stripped of 
flowers produced (on the same space of! 
ground) about four times the weight ol 
large potatoes, very few small ones being 
found. ‘Those on which the flowers and 
fruit were left produced but a smal! num- 
ber of middle sized potatoes, with a great 
number of little ones, from the size of a 
common filtert to that of a walnut. 


The Cut Worm.—Mr. Isaac Newton, 
an intelligent farmer of Deleware county, 
says the Germantown Telegraph, ‘has 
discovered a remedy against the depre- 
dations committed by these worms on the 
young corn. He hes tried it several 
seasons, and in all cases with entire suc: 
cess. Itis simply by mixing fine Salt 
with plaster, in the proportion of one 
quart of salt to four quarts of plaster, 
and applying it tothe corn after it has 
come up. re must be teken not to 
sprinkle the plant itself with the mixture, 
otherwise the poisonovs qualities of the 
salt may prove injurious. Mr. Newton 
states, such is the efficacy of this prepar 
ation, that the very next hills to those 
not thus protected, and left so to test the 
remedy were totally destroyed.’ 

Tbe corn crop has no greater enemy 
than this destructtve little animal. Who'e 
fields are frequently destroyed by its rav~ 
ages: If the above remedy be us efficaci- 
ous as the discoverer asserts, it is certain. 
ly one of great importance to the farmer. 
lis simplicity and cheapness briogs it 
withia the reach of all- We doubt not 


many will, at all events, make the exper~ 
iment.
